The proposed transfer by the sugar trust 
of the properties to a corporation under the laws 
ol Connecticut and New Jersey m ay not be 
easily accom plished. 
T he Court baa already 
granted an injunction against the trust, provid­ 
ing against just such a move. 
The next step 
w ill be taken by the A ttorney-General. The 
action of the Court of San Fraucisco in the case 
of the A m erican Sugar Refinery will give the 
sugar trust people there some comfort, for it 
m ay be a precedent in the present eases. The 
price of sugar certificates was well m aintained 
after the publication o f the final decision. They 
were 
held firmly betw een seventy-one and 
seventy-two. Theodore Havem eyer, of Have- 
m eyer & Elder, said: "T he trust w ill not dis­ 
band. 
It w ill be 60 altered as to bring th e or­ 
ganization w ithin th e letter and spirit ot the 
law. 
1 here is nothing about the opinion, so 
far as I know, preventing th e consolidation of 
refineries.” 
Suprem e Court Justice B arrett, referring to 
the decision, said: "T his is a m atter in w hich i 
have taken a greater interest, I th in k , th an anv 
other w hich lias come beiore m e. This ques­ 
tion of trusts is, I think, alm ost of as m uch 
consequence as slavery.” 
On the street the sugar people and those in­ 
terested in the trust 
appeared to be more 
am used th an disconcerted by the decision of 
the Court. They say the tru st has not received 
its death blow, but w ill still continue. Only 
the ’‘‘m ethod'’oi doing business will be affected.

M a tte r» o f S p ecial I n te r e s t to th e P acific 
C oast. 
Washington, June 24tli —The Senate Com­ 
m ittee on Irrigation of Arid Lands this m orn­ 
ing heard Colonel E. S. Nettletou. ch ief En­ 
gineer and agent in charge ot the artesian wells 
investigation. 
N ettleton has traveled 12,000 m iles during the 
past tw elve weeks, and to-day presented a re­ 
port covering his investigations on the subject 
of artesian wells. His researches were mostly- 
carried on in the tw o Dakotas. Kansas, Nebras­ 
ka, Colorado, Texas and New Mexico. Colonel 
N ettleton declared th a t the sm all appropriation 
of 820,000 was wisely expended, and had already 
produced good results. 
R. J. H inton, who has general charge of the 
artesian wells investiga!ion. gave a brief sum ­ 
m ary of the work and its results. 
He enum e­ 
rated the artesiau wells of the various sections 
of arid country east of the Rocky m ouutaius 
The Irrigation Com m ittee w ill continue the 
investigation to-morrow. 
The following petitions were presented to­ 
day: By V andever-F rom the Santa i’aula citi­ 
zens. praying for a per;situation of the national 
banking system . By Senator Allen of W ash­ 
ington—From the Spokane Falls citizens, pray­ 
ing for an eight-hour G overnm ent contract law; 
also, petitions from various W ashington F arm ­ 
ers'A lliances, praying for th e passage of the 
B utterw oith optiou and Conger lard bills: also, 
a petition from the Christian Endeavor Society 
of Pomeroy, Wash., asking the passage of a bill 
prohibiting the im portation of liquors 
into 
States and Territories contrary to th e laws 
thereof. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has aw arded 
the contract for the m etal w ork on the light­ 
house and w harf at the Kae Island L ight Sta­ 
tion, California, to M. A. G raham , of San Fran­ 
cisco, for 8800, and the contract for the con­ 
struction of sam e to the California Bridge Com­ 
pany, of San Francisco, for $1,460.

E v id e n c e G a th e rin g in S tre n g th A g a in s t 
th e E n g lis h C o m p an y , 
Washington, June 24th.—The Cabinet m eet­ 
ing took no action to-day respecting the com­ 
plications in Lower California caused by the re­ 
ported attem pt to seize th a t country, owing to 
the absence of the A ttorney-General, who has 
gone to attend the graduation of his sou from 
college.

Diplom atic circles are engaged in discussing 
this com plication, 
and 
especially the part 
taken iu it by Euglieh subjects aud Am erican 
citizens. 
It is understood th a t the M exican M inister, 
on the advice of his counsel, ex-M inister John 
W. Foster, has notified his G overnm ent th a t the 
English com pany is responsible for th e whole 
schem e and that its officials should be severely 
punished. 
The M inister retom m ends th at all 
th e conspirators be banished on pain of death 
if they return, and that th eir entire property 
be confiscated. It is believed th a t his recom ­ 
m endations w ill be carried out unless the Eng­ 
lish G overnm ent should interpose strenuous ob­ 
jections. 
Advices received here in diplom atic circles 
from Mexico indicate th at President Diaz' ene­ 
m ies are m aking it quite warm for him and are 
determ ined to secure his dow nfall. They are 
m aking great capital out of this Lower Cali­ 
fornia seizure schem e, and throw the entire 
blam e on President Diaz. They charge th at 
th e English com pany would never have se­ 
cured a foothold in Lower California had not 
Diaz granted them 
these 
concessions, and 
th a t he received a large sum of money for so 
doing. 
Should E ngland send two or three 
m en-of-war there to protect the English com ­ 
pany, it is believed Diaz w ould show the w hite 
feather. 
Special Agent Foster’s attention was called 
to-day to the report th a t Claus Streckels was 
im plicated in th e plot. This Mr. Foster em ­ 
phatically denied. He said th at there is no 
evidence show ing th at Mr. Sprcckels was con­ 
nected, directly or indirectly, w ith the schem e, 
or that he even knew of it before the exposure. 
There has been receivel a t the D epartm ent 
of Ju st’ce further evidence confirm ing the 
active agency of the English com pany w ith the 
schem e, through Mr. Scott, th eir general m an­ 
ager. This evidence com es from excellent au ­ 
thority.

IN THF. SENATE. 
Washington, June 24th.—Hi the Senate to day 
the couterence reort on the naTal appropriation 
bill was presented aud agreed to. 
The Senate 
then proceeded to the cousideratlou of the tx>st- 
office appropriation bill. 
In relation to the first am endm ent of the com ­ 
m ittee increasing the item tor m ail depreda­ 
tions. postoffice inspectors' fees aud expenses 
irom 8250,900 to 8390,000, Gorm an spoke iu con­ 
dem nation of the Po.-tmsster G eneral's plan lor 
having additional detectives to inquire into 
such sm all m atters as to w hether the patrons ot 
the postoffiee aie sa.isfied th at the business of 
the office is well perform ed, w nether the post­ 
m aster em ploys m em bers ot his own family, 
w hether intoxicating liquors are sold iu the 
¡■ostoilice building and other m atters. 
He o b ­ 
jected to th e proposition of the Postm aster-Gen­ 
eral to enter ui>ou a system such as he suggested 
in his statem ent before the House Committee 
dividing the country into twenty six districts, 
w ith ch ief detectives for each district, and w ith 
a corps ot detectives to be used lor visiting the 
localities and getting "in as wich w ith the peo­ 
ple.” 
He (Gorman) did not w ant any Postm as­ 
ter-G eneral to have a force under Lim whose 
avowed duty it m ight be to go around among 
the people an d "get in as such am ong them .” 
Plum b also spoke against the am endm ent, 
but it was agreed to. as were the other com ­ 
m ittee am endm ents, and the bill passed. 
The Senate th en proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of th e diplom atic and consular appropria­ 
tion bill. 
The principal am endm ents recom ­ 
m ended by th e com m ittee have already oeen 
given in these dispatches. 
Sherm an, Irom the Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations, reported to increase tlie com pensation 
of the M inister to Turkey from 87,509 to $10,900. 
Agreed to. 
E dm unds m oved an am endm ent in relation 
to the work of the International A m erican Con­ 
ference, by inserting the words ''inform ation iu 
rzspect o t,” so as to m ake it read: "For pay­ 
m ent of the share of th e United States oi the 
prelim inary survey for inform ation in respect 
of ail inter-continental railw ay, 86,500," and 
said he m ade the m otion so as to gu aid against 
any m oral or im plied engagem ents to go on 
w ith the inter-continental railw ay. Agreed to. 
All the am endm ents having been agreed to 
the bill was passed 
The Ser ate bills to adopt regulations prevent­ 
ing an a in relation to collisions at sea were also 
paased. These bills embody rules agreed to by 
the International M aritim e Conference. 
A conference report on the pensions appro­ 
priation bill was presented. The Senate re­ 
ceded from only one am endm ent not arranged 
in the conference, th at for the appointm ent of 
two additional Pension Agents, and the pen­ 
sion appropriation bill now goes to the Presi­ 
dent. 
The Senate then adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, Ju n e 24th.—To-day, 
in 
the 
House, Springer of Illinois called attention to 
the fact tn a t the journal showed the legislative 
appropriation bill, as um eudcd by the Senate, 
had been referred to the A ppropriations Com­ 
m ittee w ithout reference to the House. He said 
th at if anything was decided in the case of the 
silver bill re ereuee, it should be m ade in open 
House and the bill should have gone to the 
Com m ittee of the Whole. 
The Speaker said the usual custom had been 
followed, th a t the record duly inform ed the 
House of references, and therefore declared the 
journal approved. 
A conference was ordered on the bill to reor­ 
ganize th e customs collection district of Puget 
Souud. 
McKinley, from the Com m ittee on Rules, re­ 
ported a resolution th at the House proceed at 
ouce to consider the silver bill, wiili the Senate 
am endm ents, and 2 o'clock to-morrow tbe pre­ 
vious question will be considered, as ordered. 
H e dem anded the previous question on the 
adoption ot the resolution w hich ordered a 
tw enty m inutes' debate allowed on eith er side. 
The Dem ocrats denounced this as an applica­ 
tion of th e rule. 
M cKinley said th e purpose of the resolution 
was to secure definite action upon the subject of 
silver. H e was surprised at tlie opposition from 
the other side. They chained th at the Republi­ 
cans w ould sm other the silver bill aud prevent 
legislation. To-day has given direct refutation 
to th a t statem ent. The Republic aus had bronght 
th e bill back alm ost at once. They invited the 
House io concur or non concur in the Senate 
am endm ents. The order gave au opportunity 
to the free-coinage m en to vote for th eir propo­ 
sition. 
Springer of Illinois sa’d the R epublicans had 
finally been obliged lo com e over to tlie Demo­ 
cratic position. The special order was adopted 
w ithout division. 
The Coinage Com m ittee pre­ 
sented a report th at it sim ply recom m ended the 
House to non-concur iu each and all Señale 
am endm ents to the Senate bill. 
Bland of Missouri moved tne House concur in 
them . On this proposition a debate began. 
Conger defended the action of his com m ittee, 
saying it had reported a wise and conservative 
m easure, 
if the bullion redem ption leature 
w ere stricken out, then the G overnm ent was 
placed iu the position of buying gold aud silver 
bullion aud paying for it in silver eoiu, for th at 
was the only money provided for the purpose. 
Now free coinage m eant a profit of S13.t00.lXW a 
year to the Dullion owners of the country. It 
m eant th at we should say lo the world, "B ring 
on your silver, aud we w ill give you 30 per cent, 
m ore tor it th au you can get auvw nere else." 
Conger held that, under the term s of the House 
bill, silver and gold would be equally w ithin 
the reach of all, while, if the Senate bill was 
passed, th e country would lie driven to a silver 
basis. 
He hoped under the term s of the House 
bill th at silver would appreciate; under the term s 
of the Senate bill he believed it would not. 
He 
w ished his colleagues could understand the 
pressure th a t had been brought to bear by the 
m eu interested in silver speculation to secure 
silver legislation. Not only have the paid lobby­ 
ists been plying th eir vocations here, but vari­ 
ous other m eans have been resorted to by 
the silver speculators to procure legislation. 
Fool 
after 
pool 
had 
beeu 
organized 
in this city to speculate iu silver. Money bad 
been deposited in bauks in this country by h u n ­ 
dreds and hundreds ot thousands, ready to pur­ 
chase bulliuu as soon as this legislation snould 
pass. These people were opposed to the House 
bill. 11 th e tree coinage bill passed the Cou- 
g re -s o fth e U nited S a te s would fix the value 
at 30 p r cent, above w hat silver was w orth. He 
had been invited tim e aud again to jo in t lie sil­ 
ver pools, but as loug as bo had a seat here his 
voice would be raised in behalf of the people ot 
this country, for the laboring m an. lor the sav ­ 
ings-bank depositors, acd tor the crippled aud 
starved soldiers of the country. In conclusion, 
Conger said th at if there w as no silver legisla­ 
tion i he responsibility would rest upon tne ad ­ 
vocates of free coinage, because the delay u p to 
this tim e re-ted la'g ely upon their shoulders 
B land knew uotuiug about any lobny. He 
bad not seen it, and had never heard of it. If 
speculative pools h ad beeu organized, they 
m ight have been founded upon th eir belie! in 
the passage of the House bill, because it opened 
the door to th e widest speculation. 
One day 
there m ight be ten m illions in tlie ireasu ry 
aud the u ex t day not a m illion. He criticised 
tb e House bill iu other respects. He was for 
free coinage, but if he could not get it he 
would vote ior this bill, if he could get two 
am endm ents—one providing th at the notes o ut­ 
standing should not be lim ited to the cost price 
of bullion, and another th at the notes should 
be redeem ed iu coin. T his la rttr was im port­ 
ant, in order th a t coinage should be kept up 
and bullion not stored iu the 'treasury sim ply 
as a commodity. 
Townsend of Colorado said free coinage was 
the only way to secure a stable financial sys­ 
tem , but if he could not get Iree coinage he would 
vote lor this four and one-half m illion bill as 
offering considerable im provem ent ou present 
conditions. 
The question was fu rth er debated by K err, 
Post, Hill, Kelly, Strtlble, W heeler and B irtine, 
the la a e r stating that he felt it h is duty to vote 
for any m easure th a t pointed iu the direction o f 
free silver. 
A lter a num ber of unim portant: am endm ents, 
w ere disposed of, the Postollice appropriation. 
biH was passed. 
T he House th en adjourned.

H alifax, Ju n e 21th.—An interview with th<* 
com m ander of the French w ar ship Uidre ia 
published at St. Johns, N I . 
It was from thin 
vessel th at an officer w ent on shore at Bay St. 
George to com pel British subjects to take nx> 
th eir lie u to m ake room for French fishermen 
The interview is reported as follows ■ 
■•Are the accounts of the friction w hich re­ 
cently .took place on the French shore as re­ 
ported. tru e ”" 
"T here is a germ or tru th in them , but th ey 
are fearfully exaggerated aud overdraw n. One- 
ot these accounts states th at au arm ed crew 
landed, patrolled the shore an t took up th e 
fisherm en's nets. Onlv one officer w ent ou 
shore for the purpose, and he acted as Quietly 
as possible. 
The officer in question was pointed out to th e 
reporter, and. despite his m usts -he and gold 
lace, did not look very form idable. 
"D id you think you wore exceeding vour 
rights, as allow ed by the treaty, in thus order­ 
ing British subjects to rem ove th eir nets "" 
"No. As I translated it, the first and princi­ 
pal right of fishipg belongs to th e Freneh. and 
it is perfectly w ithin the province of French 
rights to order the rem oval of th e nets of any 
British subjects th a t m ay interfere with them . 
Newfoundland takes a diflbrent view of the 
m atter. But the treaty is plain on this point to 
any persons w ho read it.” 
Do you th in k th at fish other th an codfish 
come under the m eaning of the treaty " 
“ I tb iu k this fish is fish, and though British 
subjects m ight argue that there was no such 
thing as a lobster tin ery ou the French shore 
at the tim e of the treaty, still F rauco cannot be 
prevented from or blam ed for translating fish 
in the broadest sense atid goiug into the lousier 
fishery. 
"D id your m en act in any hostile spirit to th e 
in h ab itan tso f the French shore during th e u n ­ 
pleasantness this spring ?” 
"O n the contrary, they had strict instruction» 
to act quietly, though firmly. They felt tlial 
they had a duty to perform, to uphold w hat they 
considered a natu ral right.and though they could 
not be lieu-rred Irom doing that duty, they did it 
w ith as little discomfort and inconvenience to 
British subjects as possible. As tor report» of 
any friction between my men and the fisherm en 
on the coast, I m ay say th at there were none, 
the ow ners of th e nets which I was torced to 
order removed taking them up prom ptly. The 
whole circum stances of th e case were greatly 
exaggerated, and for w hat reasou 1 am at a loss- 
to know .”

His 
Tule has been harsh, tyrannical, and has re­ 
sulted in exhausting the Soudanese to such 
an extent that all ambition to labor is 
crushed out of them. The story of the 
Arab merchant is that the Mahdi has now 
over four thousand followers in arms, and 
that the greater portion of these stand 
ready to desert at any favorable opportu­ 
nity. 
Assuming this tale to be true, the 
question for Egypt is a very simple one. 
But that nation has not in all its popula­ 
tion a half dozen men fit to officer an ex­ 
pedition, while its soldiers are, for the 
most part, freed blacks hired to do duty 
and without a spark of enthusiasm or love 
for the country. If Egypt moves anew 
against the Mahdi, she must have assist­ 
ance, and there is hut one nation so sit­ 
uated as to render it without causing inter­ 
national complications. The English have 
a small force in Egypt already; they have 
competent officers in plenty, and their in­ 
terests in Egypt are very large. Yet it 
would seem that both the Khedive and 
the English Government must have known 
exactly what is the strength of the Mahdi, 
and that they ought to be assumed to he 
constantly “posted” as to the sentiment of 
the Soudanese, and that the story of the 
Arab merchant is not news to them. 
Tiie United States Circuit Court at San 
Francisco has decided that the Chinese 
arrested for violation of the ordinance of 
that city against lotteries must be tried in 
the State Courts, and the plea that the 
defendants are aliens will not avail to re­ 
move their cases to the Federal Courts, 
though the latter have the right to review 
the proceedings in the other Courts. It 
also holds that the law is not discriminat­ 
ing against the Chinese, and that the plea 
to that end is groundless. Now let us see 
it the San Francisco authoiities will vigi­ 
lantly enforce the ordinance. They have 
done well thus far, and there is reason to 
expect that they will stamp out the lottery 
nuisance. In that case the entire breed of 
lottery dealers can come up to Sacramento 
and indulge their trade to their heart’s 
content. There is not only no ordinance 
here to estop them, but neither is there en­ 
forcement of the State law—in short, this 
is the lottery brokers’ paradise. 


S m ith, the “Governor General” of the 
San Diego filibustering scheme for the 
conquest of Ix>wer California, has made a 
clean breast of the whole business. He 
charges an English syndicate with the 
whole scheme, and as being the really re­ 
sponsible body behind the attempt to rob 
a neighboring Government of a large part 
of its territory. This corresponds with the 
Mexican view of the matter, and accounts 
for the declaration of the Mexican minis­ 
ter at Washington, that while the United 
States will be expected to punish such of­ 
fenders as are American citizens, England 
is the nation to which Mexico will look 
for the most vigorous exhibition of justice 
in the case. No matter what view Eng* 
land may take of it, the duty of the 
United States is unmistakable and plain- 
It will be a national disgrace if there is 
failure to call the offenders to the bar of 
accounting. 
T h e brute who beat his daughter nearlv 
to death in San Francisco on Sunday be­ 
cause she did not earn money enough to 
keep him supplied with liquor should lie 
given the full penalty of the law. Palmer 
had declared his intention of killing his 
daughter, and had nearly succeeded when 
neighbors interfered and saved the young 
woman’s life. Of course it will be set up 
in defense of the wretch that he was 
crazed with drink ; that he was, therefore, 
incapable of entertaining intent, which Ls 
the essence of all crime. Therefore, the 
lawyers will argue, he should not be pun­ 
ished. This is a favorite plea, and very 
often wins, Respite the law which declares 
tnat drunkenness shall not constitute a de­ 
fense in criminal actions. 


S a r a h B e k x jia r d t , say the dispatches 
declares that she is in love with explorer 
Stanley, and that she worships—platon- 
ieally, of course—all the photographs of 
him that she can find. Now what has 
Stanley done to deserve this ? We suspect 
that the whole story is a shrewd scheme of 
that master fakir and insufferable free 
’‘ad” nuisance, Marcus Mayer, who man­ 
ages to wring more free advertising out of 
the American press than any other living 
man, and to pay less for that charged for 
than anv other person. Bernhardt is un­ 
der engagement to Abbey, Mayer’s princi­ 
pal, and hence there is a motive for mak­ 
ing all the publicity about Bernhardt that 
is possible. 
•C ro k er, in the New York investiga­ 
tion, has taken the stand and denied the 
story of his brother-in-law, McCann, in 
toto, concerning the bribery of New York 
officials. This was to be expected. No 
one anticipated that Croker would confess 
his guilt. But it remains that Croker is 
the power benind the New York political 
throne, and that lew men can receive place 
under the present political administration 
who do not hear Croker’s brand. 


Im provem ents That Are Now In Progress 
Therein. 
Now that the 8tste Library is kept open 
on evenings, as well as Sundays, an ex­ 
cellent opportunity is afforded the public 
to avail itself of the advantages offered for 
the gratification of literary tastes and the 
accumulation of practical knowledge. The 
extensiou of the hours to suit the conven­ 
ience of the public is not, however ¡ the 
only improvement made since the begin­ 
ning of Mr. Perkins’ administration. In 
fact, the improvements have been so num­ 
erous that a general transformation is the 
result, and when completed they will make 
the library comfortable, convenient and an 
artistic luxury. 
The O’Neil brothers are now at work 
frescoing the private office, and are exer­ 
cising every device of the decorative art to 
make the effect rich, unique and appropri­ 
ate. A feature of the decoration will be 
the portraits of loar American authors, 
Hawthorne, IrviDg, Longfellow and Bry­ 
ant, which will be painted in medalions on 
the ceiling. On the first of July the fres- 
coera will begin work on the general de­ 
partment, where it is expected that designs 
will be executed in keeping with the ele­ 
gant and artistic architecture of the library. 
A new carpet for the main floor is now 
being manufactured in New York; it will 
be entirely in one piece, and is of the same 
pattern and color as the carpet that took 
the prize at the last World’s Fair. The 
steps aDd galleries have all been supplied 
with carpets and double linings to prevent 
the unnecessary noise of persons walking, 
that was wont to disturb the student in 
former days. Another improvement that 
is very much appreciated by the frequent­ 
ers of the State Library, is the electric bell 
system that has been adopted for the snm- 
moning of deputies and janitors in prefer­ 
ence to the vocal exercises formerly neces­ 
sary.In the recess at the head of the stairs on 
the second floor a handsome book-case and 
readiug counter for illustrated periodicals 
is to be placed, and each of the alcoves is 
to be fitted up with a neat table and two 
comfortable upholstered chairs. 
In making his improvements Mr. Per­ 
kins has shown an admirable spirit of con- 
8ideratian for the many lady visitors to the 
State Library, as wellas the lady employes. 
CurtaiuB have been arranged around the 
galleries, which, while being useful in pro­ 
tecting ladies from the gaze of spectators 
below, are decidedly ornamental, and lend 
that charm of poetic seclusion that is con­ 
sistent with the ideas one naturally forms 
in connection with a great library. 
Another thoughtful bit of work is an 
elegant little boudoir for the lady employes 
which Mr. Perkins has had fitted up on 
the second floor. At the beginning of the 
new term the medical room presented a 
very barren appearance, it being devoid of 
either a carpet or furniture. It has. how­ 
ever, undergone a complete change, the re­ 
sult being that the medical department is 
now one of the most comfortable places in 
the library. A number of large cases have 
been constructed for the proper preserva­ 
tion of all important newspapers. The 
leading papers of the country and one from 
each California county have all been sub­ 
scribed for and will hereafter be kept on 
file.The beet improvement in the library, 
however, is the new map-cass, which is an 
original and ingenious deviceof Deputy W. 
S. Leake. The maps were formerly sus­ 
pended from places that rendered them 
practically unavailable. 
Eight book cases will be placed in the 
garret for the purpose of preserving Con­ 
gressional documents and other works not 
frequently called for. 
This will make 
room on the second floor for some of the 
books now on the first floor, and a few of 
the cases in the center of the alcoves can be 
dispensed with. 
A classification of the library will soon 
be commenced, so that a visitor may easily 
find any book he desires. Altogether, Mr. 
Perkins and his assistants are to be con­ 
gratulated in the successful beginning of 
their term of office. 


DÜ8ICH S ARM. 
He Claims It is Broken, B at the Doctors 
Say It Isn’t. 
F. Dasich was examined in the Police 
Court yesterday on a charge of vagrancy. 
The apothecary at the Railroad Hospital 
testified that Dnsich had persisted in stay­ 
ing aronnd the hospital for the past year, 
claiming that his arm was broken. He was 
kept for a reasonable length of time, and 
then discharged by Dr. Huntington as 
cured.

HOW HE 8PEHT HIS VACATION IN THE 
CAPITAL CITY.

A couple of weeks ago a San Francisco 
weekly paper published an article relating 
how a certain young woman of Sacramento, 
referred to as "L ulu G 
,” took a trip to 
the metropolis, in 
company 
w ith two 
others of her sex, and had a "high old 
tim e’’ at various notorious resorts. 
A San Francisco policeman, named John 
H aw kins, learned that “Lulu G 
” was 
none other than Lulu Gonnet, the daugh­ 
ter of Adrian Gonnet, who keeps a saloon 
and wholesale liquor store at Second and 
L streets. Knowing that the father was 
tolerably well fixed, financially, the “ peace 
guardian’’ resolved to em bark on a m oney­ 
m aking scheme. 
As each m em ber of the San Francisco 
Police D epartm ent is allowed a vacation of 
four days each year, H aw kins im m ediately 
applied at headquarters for his vacation 
and it was granted. B ut instead of ru sh ­ 
ing off to the m ountains or the seashore it 
appears that the policeman boarded the 
train last Thursday for Sacramento. 
Upon arriving here he first looked up 
the “ two other young ladies” referred to 
in the San Francisco publication, and it is 
said managed to enlist them in his cause 
by some means or other. These “ two 
other young ladies” were sisters, M innie 
and Alice Ross. 
H aw kins then, it appears, sent a note to 
Miss Gonnet requesting that she meet him 
on a certain corner near her home, signing 
him self as “Mr. H .,” and announcing that 
“ Minnie and Alice knew all.” 
Miss Gonnet says she consulted her 
father first and was advised to see w hat 
the fellow wanted. H aw kins was on hand 
and, if reports be true, at once made a de­ 
m and for “hush m oney.” 
H e represented 
him self as a detective and told her that he 
was in possession of all the facts connected 
w ith the alleged escapade, and unless she 
made it worth w hile to him to keep silent, 
the details would be given to her father 
and also to the Sacramento papers. 
The young woman, instead of quietly 
subm itting to his demand, told him to go 
ahead aud do his worst. She said she 
would report the m atter immediately to 
the Chief of Police, and this had the effect, 
so she says, of badly frightening H aw kins. 
H e asked her to let the m atter drop and 
went away. 
‘ 
B ut the end was not yet. 
Chief of Police Drew learned of the af­ 
fair, and of the part H aw kins had taken in 
it, and wrote to Chief Crowley of the 8an 
Francisco police on Sunday, giving the 
full particulars. 
= 
Chief Crowley was indignant, and im ­ 
mediately dispatched Sergeant W ittm an to 
this city to make an investigation. H e also 
sent for H awkins, and questioned him 
closely regarding the m atter. 
H aw kins 
strenuously denied the charge that he had 
attem pted to blackm ail the woman ; but, 
strange to say, it was only a few hours after 
his interview with the Chief that H aw kins 
wrote out bis resignation and filed it with 
the Police Commissioners. 
The resignation, however, was not ac­ 
cepted. Chief Crowley and the Commis­ 
sioners did not intend that he should get off 
so easily. 
Sergeant W ittm an arrived in this city 
yesterday 
forenoon, 
and 
im m ediately 
sought Miss Gonnet. 
She gave him the 
particulars as given above, and subse­ 
quently swore to an affidavit containing 
all of said facts. 
The affidavit will be 
presented with other evidence unearthed 
by Sergeant W ittm an to the San Francisco 
Police Commissioners. 
The Sergeant said 
last lig h t that from w hat he had already 
•gathered that the case looked pretty bad 
-or H aw kins. 
H e intim ated also that 
H aw kins may be subjected to a crim inal 
prosecution besides being dismissed from 
the police force. 
The Ross sisters pronounce Miss Gon- 
net's statem ents as false, and sent word to 
Sergeant W ittm an 
yesterday that they 
would meet him in the evening and prove 
to him that what they say is true, by fore 
ing Miss Gonnet to adm it her guilt. They 
did not materialize however. 
Sergeant W ittm an will probably return 
to the Bay to-day.

Last week, it will be remembered, Hop 
took W . B. M iller’s wash. Among the 
articles of clothing was Mr. M iller's shirt, 
containing, Mr. M iller claimed, some gold 
buttons and a diam ond. Upon discovering 
his loss Mr. M iller went to the laundry and 
recovered the buttons, but the diam ond 
stud could not be found. The result was 
that the Chinese boy who opened the 
bundle of clothing was arrested, but no 
charge was placed against him .

THE GRAND JUEY. 


Im p ro v em en ts a t th e C ounty J a il R eco m ­ 
m en d ed —T w o In d ictm e n ts. 
The Grand Ju ry filed a partial report 
with Superior Judge Van Fleet yesterday 
afternoon. 
The report recommended that the Board 
of Supervisors proceed to m ake certain 
changes in the County Jail, w ith the view 
of having separate apartm ents for male 
and female prisoners. It is suggested that 
a portion of the jail-yard be converted into 
a female ward. 
The jury also recommends that suitable 
quarters be provided in the County Jail 
for the City Physician as a Receiving H os­ 
pital. 
Two indictm ents, one for assault to com­ 
m it m urder and one for m aintaining a 
public nuisance, were presented by the 
Chairman of the Grand Jury, but the 
names of the parties indicted were w ith­ 
held pending the arrests.

H e says be has endeavored to be 
perfectly fair and im partial, and that if he 
lias omitted any that should be named he 
is ready to act upon complaints. 
Chief Drew further informs the Board 
that he understood that he was to report 
concerning “such places as m aintain rear 
room attachments, where youD g girls fre­ 
quent in company with dissolute men, and 
rendezvous for thieves.” 
The R ecobd-U n io n reporter who was 
present when the Trustees, on the 17th, 
took action in the matter, understood the 
request of the Board to be that the Chief of 
Police report to that body a list of dives 
that should be closed by having their li­ 
censes revoked. 
In either case, the list 
seems to be rem arkable for its omissions. 
If the “resorts of thieves” are to be closed, 
all of such places surely have not been in ­ 
cluded in the above list, as ’he members of 
the police force can readily testify. The 
Chief concludes his report as follows: 
U nfortunately, it has been found, in some iff- 
stances, th a t residents in the neighborhood of 
snch places, w hen 
requested 
to com plain 
against them , have declined to do so. 
In these 
cases inquiry shows th a t sometimes selt-interest 
and som etim es unaccountable indifference has 
been the cause of such refusal. In connection 
w ith tnis deplorable fact I cannot help observ­ 
ing th a t a wholesom e public Beutiment w ill do 
m ore to abate these disreputable places and up­ 
hold the law than a whole volum e of statutes 
and an arm y of officers. 
The order of your 
honorable Board has stirred up innum erable in­ 
fluences in behalf of the disreputable places in 
S 
uarters th at are little dream ed of by the pub- 
c. Recognizing m y duty as a public officer I 
have endeavored to ignore them and act as rnv 
official obligation dem ands. 
W ith the assurance of m y hearty sym pathy 
w ith the effort to close out the low places w h er­ 
ever they exist, I am , respectfully, 
W a e r e n F. D r e w , Chief o f Police. 
Allowing for oinissious that will doubt­ 
less be brought to Chief Drew’s attention 
by the publication of his report, it is grati­ 
fying to know that he has found at least a 
score of places which he thinks should not 
be allowed to continue. The proprietors 
of some of these may be able to show that 
their places are not of the “disreputable” 
class, but the beginning is a good one, and 
for every one that may escape the charge 
perhaps others may discovered against 
which the indictm ent will stick. 
One m an whose placéis included in Chief 
Drew s list—J. F. Borman, of the Progress 
Saloon—publishes a card this morning, in 
which he contends that his place is not a 
disreputable resort, and that it belongs to 
the class of respectably-conducted saloons. 
Tbe publication of the report will have a 
good effect, however, as it will draw public 
attention to tbe subject, and perhaps Chief 
Drew may receive such light oq the subject, 
before tbe next meeting of the Trustees, as 
will induce him to enlarge or amend it.

SPOKANE FALLS. 


E xcitem ent O ver a C onflict B etw een s ta te 
and City O tttcials. 
Spokane Falls (Wash.), June 24ih.—All dsy 
loug the city has been deeply excited over a 
conflict between city and State authorities. The 
struggle has been pending for some time 
between the City Park Transit Company and 
the Spokaue Street Railway Company for the 
privilege of laying street ear lines on Division 
street. At the ia-t meeting of the Council that 
body ordered both companies to tear up their 
tracks from the tides of the street, aud gave the 
City Park Transit Company the privilege to lay 
a track in the center of the street. The City 
Park Transit Company obeyed the order, but 
the Spokane Street Railroad Company did not, 
aud instead obtained an injunction from the 
Superior Court to restrain the tearing up of 
their tracks. 
At 4 o’clock this morning the difficulty began. 
A large force of laboring men in the employ of 
the City Park Transit Company began rearing 
up the tracks of their opponent, being protected 
by a large force ot police. 
Judge Kannard ot the Superior Court then 
issued a restraining order, aud acting Mayor 
Davidson, street Superintendent Swingler, and 
Alderman Covey weie arrested for contempt of 
Court. Soon thereafter Sheriff Uinchlifle and 
Deputy Pugh drove to the scene aud placed 
Chief of Pulioe Hubbard and his Captains un­ 
der arrest. They submitted, aud in turn or­ 
dered the police to arrest the Sheri H and his 
deputy. Then all the parties went before Judge 
Kanuard. 
Judge Kann-rd was aunoyed over 
the resistance to his oidcrs and directed the 
Sheriff to enforce them , and to tear up the new 
track of the Transit eompauy, even if he liad 
to call on e v cy able-bodied man in the county. 
The Sheriff gathered 25) deputies, and, going 
to Division street, tore up the track of the 
Transit Company and relaid the track of the 
Spokane Street Railway Company, thus leaving 
m atters where they were at the begiuuiug of 
the struggle, aud placing it in the Superior 
Court for determination. 
A special session of the City Council is now in 
session, but as yet have tasen no steps in the 
matter.

San F rancisco, June 21th.—The Chamber of 
Commerce at a special meeting to-day adopted a 
resolution favoring the establishment of an 
international hank for the American Republic, 
and then took up lor distussion the resolutions 
declaring it the sense of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce that Congress, to secure a proper circula­ 
tion of silver coinage, jointly and on an equality 
with gold, should pass a compromise bill en­
